North  America.  By  thefe 
Ppulence  of  the  foil,  which 
lidered  as  the  inexhauftible 
apital  of  the  nation,  is  brought  into 
action.  Upon  the  profits  of  Rich  a 
houndlefs  commerce,  the  life  of  man  will 
enjoy  all  its  comforts  of  whatever  is 
ornamental  or  neceflary,  through  the 
Generations  of  the  moll,  remote  periods 
of  time. 

But  whiff  thefe  are  of  the  ge- 

neral  benefits  to  be  den^l  from  the 
ceffion,  there  is  one  which  (trikes  the 
mind  as  peculiar  to  the  weltern  country 
alone.  The  free  navigation  of  the  Mif- 
tiffippi  is  now  fecured-  It  is  the  only 
great  outlet  by  which  the  productions  of 
the  foil  can  be  w afted  to  the  ocean.  It 
is  the  great  channel  through  which,  the 
wealth  of  other  nations  mult  flow  into 
our  country,  and  the  only  fafe  avenue, 
by  which  our  own  interior  relonrces  can 
be  puflied  into  active  operation.  No 
ruinous  fluctuations  in  commerce  need 
now  be  apprehended.  Agriculture  may 
depend  upon  thofe  Ready  markets  which 
trade  (llall  open  to  induftry.  It  may  ex- 
pefl  to  reap  all  the  advantages  that  muft 
flow  from  a (trifl  union  of  the  interefts 
ef  the  cultivator  and  exporter.  There 


regret,  but  the  condufl  of  the  French 
government  has  left  no  alternative  ; 
and  in  adopting  thefe  ineafurcs  he  is  ac- 
jfituated  by  a fenfe  of  what  is  due  to  his 
own  dignity,  and  to  the  fecurity  and  ef- 
fential  interefls  of  his  dominions.
